If I recall correctly the internal charging circuit in the 817 will 
handle NiMH ... but I think 
you need two cycles of 8 hrs each to charge them. 


However, if you are referring to the NiMHs in the AA battery tray, I 
wouldn't 
recommend it. 


The leads on this battery tray are not fused and if something goes 
wrong your 

rig is likely to go up in smoke. Also you would have to do the infamous 
"Green Wire" mod to charge the batteries internally. 


I would suggest that you subscribe to the FT-817 group and look at the 
FAQ 
section on batteries. 


I made my own my own NiMH packs from 9.6V R/C packs that Radio Shack 
sells .. by changing the connector and installing Pico-fuses on both 
leads 

works very well and costs a fraction of what the commercial packs do. 
I also charge them externally with the R/S quick charger. 


There was a good article in QRP Quarterly in the past couple of years on 
how to do this ... I can send you some photos if you are interested.

Having about a dozen and a half straight keys around the shack I've 
developed a fondness for some and an aversion to others. I've come to 
believe that there a couple of characteristics that make the feel of the 
key pleasant to my touch. 


One is that the distance from the pivot to the middle of the knob is much 


greater than the distance from the pivot to the contacts. This means a 
large "lever arm" and the contacts can be set quite close while still 
having enough travel at the knob for good tactile feedback. A small 
amount of force (mine are set at about 80 grams equivalent mass, or about 
2.8 oz force) on the knob results in a satisfying thump when the contacts 
make. The Lionel J-38 is pretty good on this feature (2.24:1 ratio), but 
the Brown Bros. is perhaps the best I've found (2.48:1). 


Second is that the arm not be too thick and robust, but rather have some 
spring to it. That helps to get the arm accelerating back upwards and 
aids as speed goes up. The Lionel J-38 is very nice in this respect. 
Among the worst are those big Marconi style keys that employ what seems 
to be a big brass ingot for the arm 24)) 


I don't find that the type of bearings matter very much. The principal 
requirement is that they permit as close to zero sideways movement as 
possible. That's what makes the Brown Bros. so nice, with its leaf spring 
instead of a bearing. 


I'm convinced the way to learn to send good code is to listen to a lot of 
good code to imprint the rhythms "onto the fleshy tablets of your heart" 
24)) W1AW is about as good as they come. Send along with W1AW if you 
can. Musicality is a plus. My bride of 32 years, WD5CMA, a 
bassoon/flute/clarinet/sax/piano player, learned the code in a matter of 
a couple of weeks when she decided that being married to me was a "can't 
beat 'em better join ‘em" affair.... 
And for the obligatory "when I was starting out" story.... when I was 
starting out I had only the ball bearing straight key, and, for probably 
no other reason than I didn't know any better, no sidetone. All I had was 
the click of the key to gauge the rhythm. Turned out OK though, and I've 
always enjoyed the straight key more than keyers, though I use the keyer 
for anything over about 15 wpm. Once did do a run a couple years ago as 
The Fox with the J-38 and managed 90+ Q's, probably topping out at 18-20 
wpm.

The Tenna Dipper is not the best way to find the "resonance" of 
an antenna. In fact what your looking for exactly is the frequency of 
the signal that finds the feed point of the antenna is a pure 
resistance. This is easy to discover with a MFJ antenna analyser.

to be around 20 ohms, could I change the 50 ohm resistor to say 20 ohms and then 
look for a dip.

Depends on the wavelength of the mobile antenna. If it's less 
than 1/8 wavelength the feedpoint (assuming you feed it as a loaded 1/4 
wave vertical) can be less than 2 ohms at resonance.

I do not think you need to do that.

It should work fine just as is to find the resonant frequency, its just 
that the light won't go completely out. In theory you could replace the one 
resistor with a non-inductive pot and calibrate the dial for resistance to 
measure the resistance of the load, or combination resistance and 
Capacitance to measure the true complex impedance but lead lengths would get 
a bit tricky with tenna dipper.
